_ The report showed the largest aggre- 
gate yield of the five prineipal grains 
in the history of the country and was 
a distinct surprise to the grain trade, 
as * aay as to the producer. 

e@ total yleld of wheat, corn, oats, 
rye, and barley is 5,818,000,000 bush- 
els, corn. furnishing more than half. 
This is an increase of 145,000,000 bush- 
els over the November preliminary es- 
timates, 543,000,000 bushels more than 
the revised figures of last year, and 
250,000,000 bushels in excess of the 
final returns in 1917, which were the 
largest on record up to this year. 

; Wheat Makes Big Gain. 

An important feature of the final re- 
‘turns was the increase of 39,000,000 
bushels in wheat, 33,000,000 bushels 
of corn, and 70,000,000 bushels of oats 
over the preliminary returns. This 
throws all former calculations as to 
wheat supplies out of fine, and shows 
that, taking all actual export sales 
into consideration, together with the 
amounts sold but not yet cleared, the 
gem States still has 120,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat available for export to 
July 1, and for carryover into the new 
crop. The average carryover is 
80,000,000 bushels. 

There is more grain this year than 
the railroads can move before another 
harvest. There are plenty of cars 
availabie, but the grain movement is 
below the average. 

The wheat crop has been exceeded 
only three times in the history of the 
country, while the corn crop is the 
largest known by 108,000,000 bushels. 
The oats crop is one of the four larg- 
est known. 

Harvest Is Extraordinary. 

The extraordinary character of the 
harvests, which have been the most 
abundant in the country’s history, de- 
spite an unfavorable start and a poor 
early promise, is emphasized by the 
December revisions of estimates. 

Increased yields over early @stimates 
on winter wheat come from nearly 
every state, the largest gain being 
13,000,000 bushels in Kansas, the larg- 
est wheat producer in the country. This 
was due to an increase of more than 
1,000,000 in the acreace. The total re- 
turns are 48,000,000 bushels more of 
winter wheat than were claimed early, 
more in line with many private re- 
ports. Spring wheat decreased 9,000,- 
000 bushels. 

Corn Value Shrinks. 

The corn crop of 4,232,367,000 bushels 
is the largest on record by 108,000,000 
bushels. 

Despite the record yield for the crop, 
the valuation of $2,189,721,000 shows a 
reduction of $1,662,000,000 from last 
year’s, when the crop 374,000,000 
bushels smaller. The price paid to the| 
farmer on ‘Dec. 1 of 67.7 cents per 
bushel, compared with $1.349 last year, 
offset the increase in the yield. 

There is an abundance of all food 
ahd feed grain, and the crop of pota- 
toes, at 430,458,000 bushels exceeds last 
year’s by 72,916,000 bushels, and is the 
second largest on record. '

increases has passed; thht the great 
end to be attained is steady employ- 
ment.

ceiving wages of from $175 to $300 per 
month net, in addition to living quar- 
ters. 

“ We very much regret the necessity 
which will arise of removing janitors 
from their living quarters providing | 
they go on strike.

WAR WEALTHY, 
SHORT FUNDS, 
ASK TAX DELAY 


New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.J— 
More than twenty individuals whose 


1919 income called for tax payments to 
the federal. government of amounts 
ranging from $100,000 to. $2,800,000 de- 


clared today to William P. Edwards, 


collector of internal revenue, their in- 


ability to’ meet the last quarterly pay- 


ment of the tax due tomorrow.

Chase Fugitive Billion. 


Washington, D. C., Dec: 14—The 
treasury department estimates that
